Washingrton, Feb. 10.—Germany is under- 
stood here to have addressed to the United States 
a communication suggrestingr that the two grovern- 
ments ¿scuss ways and means of preventing: act- 
ual war between them. 


While information regarding the channel 
through which the communication was addressed 
is lacking, it is probable it is being forwarded by 
the government of Switzerland. 


Germany is understood to have made it clear 
that although diplomatic relations have been 
broken she greatly desires that peace be main- 
tained. 


Preliminary outlines regarding the commu- 
nication did not indicate that it carries with it any 
suggestion that Germany may modify her sub- 
marine warfare. 


However, the whole communication is said 
clearly to invite this government to make sug- 
gestions regarding steps it thinks might prevent 
war. 


In connection with the coming commimication information ob- 
tained here is to the effect that while Germany was arranging for her 
new campaign of Tinrestrieted submarine warfare, certain German 
diplomats in varions parts of the world were informed that while 
•^military necessity" prevented the granting of a period in which neu- 
trals might adjust their maritime interests, every care would be exer- 
eised BO that neutral passenger canying ships would not be subjected 
to nnwamed torpedo attack.

industrial disputes. 


Strict prohibition regulations would 
be enforced in all training districts. 
The bill, Senator Chamberlain 
said, 
would raise a reserve army and naval 
force of 400,000 trained men annually. 
In the nine year period during which 
such men would be subject to the cull 
of the president estimates of the total 
trained men run from two to three mil- 
lion. 
Senators who studied the bill 
were impressed with the provision that 
the reserve force could only be utilized 
for defensive warfare.

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Adjusting Public Revenues. 


There are in some quarters just now plain evidences of acute dis- 
¿ress over the question of meeting the loss of revenue to the state, 
the counties and cities and towns which will come when the state-wide 
dry law goes into effect and no further enrichment of public treas- 
uries is to be expected from liquor license returns. There is nothing 
new in all this, of course. It was one of the stock arguments of the 
friends of the saloon, and, in truth, it has been something of a buga- 
boo even to many people who were personally opposed to the traffic 
in liquor. The price it paid in the form of license for existence un- 
doubtedly did much to prolong the saloon as an institution. 


The one big fact which is apparently overlooked by those who see 
occasion for financial ilarm in the obliteration of the liquor traffic 
is that the license fees paid by the business were first extracted from 
the public in the form of profit on the traffic. The saloon man is gift- 
ed with no mysterious legerdemain by which he is able to reach into 
the air to provide his license fees as an addition to the sum total of 
general possessions. It was in no sense new wealth as the result of 
creative productivity. It was money representing payments made by 
the public—and in most cases for the purchase of products without 
ivhich they would have been infinitely better off. It came largely 
from the same people who finance state, county and city government 
—^the tax-payers. The difference is going to be, perhaps, that under 
the dry arrangement there will be 
rather more equable adjustment 
of the tax-paying arrangement. Lots of men whose patronage of the 
liquor shops was forcing them to pay—indirectly, it is ti-ue, but cer- 
tainly, nevertheless—too large a share of the public revenues received 
from liquor licenses will discover that the new regime is going to be 
a positive money-saver for them. We rather fancy, too, that there are 
countless homes in which wife and children, suffering because of the 
intemperate habits of husband and father, will welcome even a change 
that will add to direct taxes while enabling them to escape from the 
heavier burden of indirect taves imposed by the liquor business 
through their agonizing years of experience with it. 


Alarnj over the financial outcome, we think, entirely unwarrant- 
ed. As The Sentinel has previously pointed out, readjustments will 
be necessary. It is entirely probable that until this readjustment can 
be worked out and public revenues made to conform to the new order 
of things, there may be some increase of tax rate, but there is going 
to be some compensation, too, in a lessening of public expense directly 
attributable to the business now to be banished. If it shall come about 
that higher taxes are needed for a time after the "dry" law goes into 
effect, it is morally certain that a very large class of people will be 
in better position to pay them directly because they are relieved from 
mdirect contributions poured into the cash register of the liquor 
traffic.

It is given out at Washington that in order to get things done 
speedily, the president has taken another slash at precedent and will 
make personal visits to the capitol whenever he deems it necessary. 
Nor need there be either surprise or alarm at his sudden appearance 
there at any hour of the day or night, Mr. Wilson having found that 
too much time is lost in the old custom of summoning to the white 
house those whom he may wish to see regarding important matters. 
Seeking results, the president feels that the way to get them is to go 
after them, and that is precisely what he's doing. 


The senate interstate com^merce committee is said to Jiave agreed 
on a measure to supplement the Adamson railroad eight-hour law, 
without waiting for the supreme court's construction of the latter 
meaéure. It does not yet iappear whether the committee is morally 
convinced that, whatever the decision of the supreme court may be, 
it isn't going to be satisfactory, or whether it is merely moved by a 
desire to keep the court busy by putting plenty of work ahead of it. 


And doubtless by this time those congressmen who have been 
playing Wall street as shown by the leak investigation have thought 
up a perfectly plausible explanation to make to the folks back home 
who may nofr endorse that sort of thing on the part of a man engaged 
in making laws which might or might not have an effect on the market 
he is playing.

ment the responsibility 
for 
all acts 
which are proven to have been com- 
mitted In disregard of the recognized 
principles of international law and of 
the conventions signed by Brazil and 
Germany."

dried and aired well before the bread is 
returned to the box. 


Cheese should be kept iii a cool, dry 
place 
and 
wrapped in a clean cloth 
moistened with vinegar to prevent the 
formation of mould. 


If food is handled in the above man- 
ner it is not likely to become poisonous 
or dangerous to health. 
Food is often 
exposed to impure air, dust and filth 
from unclean streets and surroundings. 
This contaminates it and 
such 
food, 
when eaten, will cause intestinal dis- 
orders and other diseases.

Die at Jerusalem He would, in spite of 
man or devil, and He has left the prom- 
ise of salvation to His follower, who- 
ever he may be, that endureth to the 
end. 


In the Master's case pi-actice pre- 
cedes precept. 
He Himself set His 
face for the goal, Luke 9:51, and pro- 
nounced the unfitness of any one who, 
after putting his hand to the plough, 
looked back, v. 62. The apostle Paul is 
noted for his perseverance. 
"This one 
thing I do," says he, and everything 
else had to bend to that one thing. 
In 
that phrase he has given us the watch- 
word of salvation.

Throughout the sermon Rev. Smith 
emphasized his theme that an active 
participation in the work of the church 
develops spirituality of the individual. 


"It is hard work to be religious if 
you won't serve," he said. 
"I care 
nothing for your prayers if you won't 
serve. 
Prayer and service must go to- 
gether."

ENCOURAGING OUR N A T I V E 
B I R D S 


Investigation in Many Sections of This Country Has Devtioped the Fact That Native Birds Can 
Be Easily and Quickly Increased By Punushing These Little Feathered 
Friends With Food and Shelter. 


The 1915 bird csount based on 315 
reports from different sections receiv- 
ed by the Blo'ogical Survey of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture shows that 
the average bird population on the 
farms of the United 
States can 
be 
largely increased by protection In fur- 
nish ing food and shelter. 


Several instances of a 
numerous 
bird 
population 
following 
well-di- 
rected efforts for its increase are re- 
ported. A farm of 65 acres near Wes- 
terville, Ohio, comprising plowed land 
23 acres, hay land 22 acres, pasture 5 
acres, 
orchard 
5 acres, 
house 
and 
garden plot 2 acres, and svT^p and 
wooded creek borders 8 a/a^s, showed 
a population of 110 pairs of 
native 


• Ts and 25 pairs of English spar- 
or about double the average for 
the State. 
A farm of 78 acres near 
Strasburg, Ohio, with about the same 
proportion of the different fields, had 
126 pairs of native birds and 8 pairs 
of English sparrows, also about double 
the average. 
A farm of 40 acres near 
Middletown. 
Conn.. 
containing 
10 
acres of plowed land, 3 acres of wood- 
land, ^ acres of pasture. 12 acres of 
orchard, and 20 acres of meadow, had 
a bird population of 165 pairs of na- 
tive birds, 8 pairs of English sparrows, 
and 15 pairs of starlings; a total of 188 
pairs, or more than four times the av- 
erage. 
A farm of 40 acres at New 
Hope, Pa,, called "The Hedges," from 
its numerous osage orange hedges, and 
divided Into plowed land 15 acres, 
woodland 2 acres, orchard 5 acres, and 
grassland 18 acres, supported a bird 
population of 136 pairs of native birds, 
J 7 of English sparrows, and 1 starting; 
a total of about four times the average^ 


These examples are all of farms that 
are used for ordinary farming 
pur- 
poses, and where no attempt has been 
made to attract an extra number of 
birds by winter feeding or by putting 
up nesting boxes. 
The large bird pop- 
ulation is due solely to absolute pro- 
tection 
and 
to 
leaving 
abundant 
chances for favorable nesting sites. 


Eight acres of land at Olney, HL, de- 
voted to birds, planted with shnxbbeary 
that supplies food and shelter, equipped 
with neiting boxes, and made rery at- 
tractive by an abundant supply of food 
and water throughout the year, be- 
came the home of 70 pairs of native 
birds of 31 species. 
The experimenter 
who conducted this refuge had some 
difficulty with certain kinds of birds. 
A single pair of red-headed woodpeelc> 
ers were selfish and aggressive and 
prevented any other woodpeckers from, 
nesting in the boxes. The house wren 
was equally tyrannical and prevented 
several pairs of chickadees and tufted 
titmice from occupying vacant boxes. 


The blue jays and grackles, however, 
proved the most troublesome. 
The 
blue jays destroyed fully 90 per cent 
of the eggs in_the first-built nests and 
killed and devoured half-grown yoong 
of the mourning dove. It became nec- 
essary to "discourage" some 15 pairs 
of grackles and 50 pairs of blue jays 
before the smaller birds had a fair 
chance of existence. 


The Survey's observations on the 
grounds of the department in Wash- 
ington seem to confirm this experience, 
a.s grackles have been known to feedj 
upon newly hatched English sparrows. | 
Fish crows, on the other hand, attack-1 


ed the young of grackles and even to 
a greater extent the nestlings of Eng- 
lish sparrows. 


The owner of a summer home In 
Maryland a few miles from Washing- 
ton, however, did not have the same 
trouble with ho^se wrens. 
As a result 
of several years' endeavors, he has a 
colony of house wrens which in 1915 
numbered 19 pairs, all in boxes put 
up for them in the immediate neigh- 
bcrbood «f the house, and yet other 
birds also were numerous, and in the 
5 acres surroimding the house there 
nested in 1915 a total of 24 species and 
135 pairs. 


The report of the 1914 bird counts 
credited Chevy Chase, Md., as having' 
the hierhest record for that year. 
This 
same area in 1915 showed a satisfac- 


! 
Two of the reports received, 
one 
from Woodstock, VL, and the other 
from Viresco, Va., 
gave 
interesting 
data as to variations in bird life from 
year to year. 


The Woodstock tract contains 92 
acres, 20 of which .-^re in woodland, the 
balance devoted to pMture and usual 
crops. 


The conditions on the farm have 
scarcely 
changed 
during 
the 
eight 
years and the bird Ufe has not much 
altered—84 pairs of birds in 1915 as 
compared with 87 pairs in 1908—but 
it is intere^ing to note the wide vari- 
ation in both kinds and numbers of 
each registered In the annual counts.

Yet this is seldom 
given a thought. 
Of all classes

are probably the 
poorest 
qualified. 
Few enter the woric with the intention 
of making it their profeesion.' 
It is 
but a stepping-stone, for many, 
to 
more 
lucrative 
positions. 
We 
have 
numbers of boys 
teaching 
in order 
that they may attend a business col- 
lege and then swell the already over- 
crowded list of salesmen. 
Girls teach 
whose one desire is a summer outing. 
Truly, only the "nubbins of education" 
are fed to the great majority of coun- 
try' children—and it is the fault of the 
parents. 
When the parents 
become 
interested enough to demand 
better 
teachers they will get them. 


When a clean, 
comfortable 
house 
and a good teacher are provided, it 


next becomes the duty, or^ privileg« 
of the farmers to see that their chil- 
dren are in school every day. 
How 
often do you hear a farmer say: "Well, 
I'll not send my children the first week 
or two. rve get a few odd jobs I ^ n t 
to finish up;" or, when a child has 
been forced to lose a day: 
"My boy 
couldn't go on Tuesday; FIT just keep 
him at home this week and start hixn 
in ftesh next Monday." 
W'e country 
school teachers waste fully one-half of 
our time in school on account of poor 
attendance. 
With five or six grades 
it is no easy matter to teach the chUd 
who comes a day and misses a day. 
The best teacher Jn the land can not 
teach a child unless he is at school. 
Our poor attendance is largely due, I 
believe, to pure and simple careless- 
ness on the part of the parents. 


Another 
problem

countn"^ school—the course of study. 
It is the boast of many rural schools 
that they prepare children for college. 
So often we hear this remark: 
"Oh, 
yes! 
We have a good school here. Ws 
prepare our boys and girls for col- 
lege." Tet less than ten country chil- 
dren in the hundred ever go to college. 
What is the country school doing for 
the ninety or ninety-five who stay at 
home ? Beyond the rudiments of edu- 
cation does it in any way prepare them 
for their work? 
If the object of the 
school is to prepare for life, is not the 
country school inisaing its aim when- 
it fails to give agriculture and domes- 
tic science a place in Its course? I am 
not going into a lengthy discussion M 
to which gives the most culture, know- 
ing how to take a Latin word of three 
letters and twist it into one hundred 
and fifty different forms, or knowing 
how to , take a grain of corn and raise 
three e'ara. twelve inches long. 
I do 
not want to discredit the study of ths 
classics, but I want to emphasize the 
importance 
of 
studying 
agricplture 
and household economies. 
Remember 
that ninety out of every hundred coun- 
tr>- children are going to the country 
school only, and they are going to be 
farmers and home-maker?. 
I believe 
'.n higher education with "all my heart, 
but 1 fail to find the "fitness of things" 
when I see country girls—girls who 
are going to be farmers' wives—strug- 
gling with algebra and bank discount 
when they know nothing of cooking arid 
sewing. Farm boys are spending days 
In the study of the same and like top- 
ics. when they will never have a bank 
account unless they are taught to farm 
better than their fathers are doing. We 
have in our public schools girls study- 
ing ratio and proportion. 
To judg* 
by the biscuit.s they make we are forc- 
ed to believe that they know nothing 
about what proportion of soda to, use. 
Out of twenty-five grown girls in one 
country school last year only one could 
cut out and make a shirt waist. Three 
could fry meat and make soggy bis- 
cuit. 
Not one knew the 
first 
thing 
about the nutritive value 
of food«. 
Yet in a few years these girls will be 
the housekeepers of that neighbor- 
hood. 
Many are the countrj- women 
who work in the field and hire their 
sewing because they don't know how 
to sew. 


SHOULD WE HAVE UVE-STOa INSURANCE? 


Mutual live stock insurance was the 
first form of agricultural co-operation 
to develop in this country and in some 
others. It appeared along the Atlantic 
seaboard but has moved steadily west- 
ward until it is found in 
practically 
every part of the country. 
The mere 
fact that it is so prevalent is pretty

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Adjusting Public Revenues. 


There are in some quarters just now plain evidences of acute dis- 


tress over the question of meeting the loss of revenue to the state, 
the counties and cities and towns which will come when the state-wide 
dry law goes into effect and no further enrichment of public treas- 
uries is to he expected from liquor license returns. There is nothing 
new in all this, of course. It was one of the stock arguments of the 
friends of the saloon, and, in truth, it has heen something of a buga- 
boo even to many people who were personally opposed to the traffic 
in liquor. The price it paid in the form of license for existence un- 
doubtedly did much to prolong the saloon as an institution. 


The one big fact which is apparently overlooked by those who see 


occasion for financial alarm in the obliteration of the liquor traffic 
is that the license fees paid by the business were first extracted from 
the public in the form of profit on the traffic. The saloon man is gift- 
ed with no mysterious legerdemain by which he is able to reach into 
the air .to provide his license fees as an addition to the sum total of 
general possessions. It was in no sense new wealth as the result of 
creative productivity. It was money representing payments made by 
the public—and in most cases for the purchase of products without 
which they would have been infinitely better off. It came largely 
from the same people who finance state, county and city government 
—the tax-payers. The difference is going to be, perhaps, that under 
the dry arrangement there will be a rather more equable adjustment 
of the tax-paying arrangement. Lots of men whose patronage of the 
liquor shops was forcing them to pay—indirectly, it is true, but cer- 
tainly, nevertheless—too large a share of the public revenues received 
from liquor licenses will discover that the new regime' is going to be 
a positive money-saver for them. "We rather fancy, too, that there are 
countless homes in which wife anil children, suffering because of the 
intemperate habits of husband and father, will welcome even a change 
that will add to direct taxes while enabling them to escape from the 
heavier burden of indirect taves imposed by the liquor business 
through their agonizing years of experience with it. 


Alarai over the financial outcome, we think, entirely unwarrant- 


ed. As The Sentinel has previously pointed out, readjustments will 
be necessary. It is entirely probable that until this readjustment can 
be worked out and public revenues made to conform to the new order 
of things, there may be some increase of tax rate, but there is going 
to be some compensation, too, in a lessening of public expense directly 
attributable to the business now to be banished. If it shall come about 
that higher taxes are needed for a time after the "dry" law goes into 
effect, it is morally certain that a very large class of people will be 
in better position to pay them directly because they are relieved from 
indirect contributions poured into the cash register of the liquor 
traffic.

AIM GERMANY 


Will HoldBerlin Responsible 


for Unrestricted Sea 


Warfare. 


Rio Janeiro, Feb. 10.—The note 


handed to the German secretary of 
foreign affairs by the Brazilian min- 
ister at Berlin In reply to Germany's 
declaration of the resumption of un- 
restricted submarine warfare, was 
made public here today. 


After reciting details of the receipt 


and transmission of the German note 
and mentioning what it contained, the 
Brazilian answer says: 


"In such circumstances nnrt while 


observing always and Invariably tho 
same principles, the Brazilian govern- 
ment, after having examined the tenor 
of the German note, declares that It 
cannot accept as effective the block- 
ade which has just been suddenly do- 
creed by the Imperial government. Be- 
cause of the means employed to real- 
ize this blockade, the extent of tho 
interdicted zones, the absence oC all 
restrictions. Including the failure of 
warning for 
even 
neutral menaced 


ships, and the announced Intention of 
using overy military means of destruc- 
tion of no 
matter 
what character, 


such a blockade would neither be reg- 
ular nor effective, and would be con- 
trary to the principles of law and tho 
conventional rules established for mil- 
itary operations of this nature. 


"For thoxo reasons the Brazilian 


government, In spite of ltn sincere and 
k«en desire to avoid any disagreement 
with tho nations at war, with whom 
It Is on friendly terms, bcllevon to bo 
Its duty to protest against this block- 
ade and consequently to leave entire- 
ly with the Imperial Germp.n govern- 
ment the responsibility for all acts 
which aro proven to have been com- 
mitted in disregard of thn recognized 
principles of International law and of 
tho conventions signed by Brazil and 
Germany."

Immigra- 
tion officials say that the total num- 
ber to cross the border was 2.B4S. 
There were 833 Mexican men, 574 
women and 523 children. The Amer- 
icans were composed of 80 men, 49 
women and 60 children. The Chi- 
nese numbered 522. 


While most of the 
refugees had 


some money, the Red Cross has given 
blankets and food to more than fifty 
families, clothed forty-six children and 
given transportation to eight families, 
besides furnishing: medical attention 
to irmny persons. The American refu- 
gees left camp after one night and the 
Mexicans are scattering to various 
points in the southwest, where work 
has been offered.

That the active participation in tho 


affairs of the churcb, affords the best 
means foe the spiritual growth pf the 
individual was th^ theme of a power- 


j ful sermon preachect by. Rev. George 
M. Smith, of Indianapolis. ' Rev. Smith 
preached on ''Saved to Serve," and he 
| mao> it clear that personal Christian 
• development pan come only through 
an active interest in the organized re-' 
ligious activities of the community. 
The individual who engages actively in 
church work receives the larger re- 
ward, Re\-. Mr. Smith asserted, for it 
brings a spiritual growth and an en- 
larged personality which comes only- 
through a, participation in religious 
work. 


"Every person ought to be interest- 


ed actively in the work of the church 
for his own sake," declared Rev. Mr. 
Smith. 
"Work is essential to happi- 
ness. It saves a man from a self- 
centered life. The energies of the soul I 
are like the energies of the stpmach. 
If the stomach Is'without food it de- 
stroys itself; so the self-centered soul 
turns on itself and its 'sweet sympa- 
thies and tender merpies destroy them- 
selves. The great value of church 
service is that it saves the individual 
from becoming self-centered." 


Work 'is Essential. 


The principle is as applicable In 


business life as in the work of the 
ehureh. ''That jjerson who hasn't a 
wprk, a place, a responsibility, is a 
trftrapr" he said. 
"He has no civic 


pride or patriotism, for he Is not a 
unit himself. But let him get a job 
and then he will say, 'My city, my 
country, my flag,'' for he is then Iden- 
tified with the community. 


"The person who joins church and 


doesn't take part in its activities can 
hardly say 'my church.' We get out of 
our community and church work just 
about as much as we put into it. If a 
man says 'Church doesn't mean much 
to me,' usually he doesn't mean much 
to the church.' " 


Another value of active church af- 


filiation is that it develops person- 
ality Rev. Smith said. 
Many splen- 


did men and women have never made 
their personalities known in their 
churches simply because they would 
not make their influence felt by tak- 
ing an active personal interest in the 
work of the congregation, he asserted. 


Four stages in the development of 


personality were cited. 
The 
con- 


sciousness of being and of possessing 
power are fundamental, but if the de- 
velopment is arrested with these, the 
individual is but a petty tyrant, said 
Rev. Smith, who declared that the 
sense of obligation is paramount. 


Accept Responsibility. 


"Millions of lives break down right 


here on the matter of personal respon- 
sibility and the sense of obligation." 
the minister said. "Their personali- 
ties are so weak that they won't pay 
their honest debts, keep their promises 
or tell the truth. I don't care much 
for your religion if it doesn't help you 
to live right." 


Rev. Smith made clear his view- 


point that the above class is not all- 
inclusive and that he realized that 
millions of persons, on the other hand, 
have developed the sense of spiritual 
obligation to a fine degree. 


Finally the development of a power 


which makes the individual an affirm- 
ative force is of supreme importance, 
he said. 


Action is Urged. 
"It is manly to say 'i'can,' but God- 


like to say 'I will,'" he said. "Here it 
is that men decree their destinies. 


Throughput the sermon Rev. Smith 


emphasized his theme that an active 
participation In the work of the church 
'develops spirituality of the individual. 


"it is hard work to be religious if 


you won't serve," he said. 
"I care 


nothing for your prayers if you won't 
served Prayer and service must go to- 
gether."

The dis- 
tressing fact is, that under prohibition 
the negroes have been the ones least pro- 
tected because they have been exploited 
by niail-ordr houses. The prohibition 
laws of southern states were passed in 
response to a popular demand for a 
change in policy toward, the liquor traf- 
fic in the name of efficiency, health and 
trade activity. 


"Oh, but" they say, "all the people 


want to get rid of is the saloon. They 
want liquor as much as ever. It in the 
method of selling that has displeased 
them." 


Then why, not to mention again the 


bone-dry laws, do the country district* 
vote for state prohibition, and what is 
the secret of the onrushing movement 
for national prohibition? The country- 
districts did not have the saloon ant! 
yet consistently they have voted dry in 
state elnctions because they have felt 
in heavier taxc» the weight of the liquor 
problem and because they bava felt the 
shame and distress of liquor corruption 
and the prevalence among American cit- 
izens of all of liquor's evils. 


If the opponents of prqhjbition wi»h to 


fool themselves by such sophistries, they 
arc welcome ia do so, but the' jiqifinr 
question will be. settled in accordauco 
with facts and not pretense*.

Investigation in M§ny Sections of This Country Has Developed the Fagt That Native Birds Can 


Be Easfly and Quickly Increased By Furnishing These Little Feathered 


Friends "With Food and Shelter. 


Th,e tng b.»rfl CRBnt fcgSfifl fin 815 
reports from different sections receiv- 
ed by the Bio'ogical Survey of the TJ. S. 
Department or Agriculture slipws. th^t 
the average bird population on the 
farms'of tlje "ttaited ~ Stit«» can be 
largely Increased by protecflon in fnrr 
lushing fqpd and shelter.

It should be understood that an ani- 


mal always uses a certain amount of 
the food it receives to maintain the 
fcody. This is th.e first USB to which 
the food is put, and is called the ration i 
of maintenance. This amount Is re: 
quired by the animal'whether or not 
she is producing milk. All feed above 
this amount is used for milk produc- 
tion, or Is stored on the body of "the 
animal as fat. In the case of the 
young animal part of this excess Is 
used for growth. 


Of tue two mjstakes made in feed- 


ins, perhaps underfeeding is most 
common. It is a serious mistake to 
feed a cpw only enough to keep up her 
body. She must receive feed to keep I 
her milk production up to capacity. If 
a cow loses weight while in milk, she' 
Is not receiving sufficient food. A gopd' 
cow, 
if not fed enough, will produce 


rollk for a time at the expense of her 
body; that is, she will take the surplusl 
flesh from her body, and convert HI 
into milk and thereby will lose live! 
weight. On the other hand, when a. 
cow is overfed she will begin to fatten 
in a short time. This, condition may 
be corrected by giving her only the 
amount she needs fpr maintenance and 
for milk production. 
Stjch feeding 


Will maintain practically a uniform: 
weight. 


Roughness Is the first Important 


consideration in feeding cows. A cow 
Is not contented unless her stomach Is 
full. She should always have all the 
roughness that she will cjean up and 
then the amount of rrfiin she receives 
should be regulated by the amount of 
milk produced. A dry cow In good 
condition should be fed roughness 
only, and does not need any grain. In 
feeding grain to irillk producing cows, 
the following rule may be used, and is 
found to work fairly well: 
Feed 1 


pound of grain for each 3 pounds or! 
pints of milk produced. 
A Jersey' 


cow producing very ricj) milk may: 
need a little more grain than the 
amount given.—C. H. Eckles, Mo.

The land is wakijaff to tfee 
fact that the country school does little 
for the boys and girte who axe to stay I 
on the farm. And what part are the 
fanners taking in this awakening? Is' 
it they who are astatine "the question 
of school improvement ? s Is it (hey; 
•who are demanding "that the schools > 
Stye their'boys and girls seme prepa- 
ration for their lite work? With fewj 
exceptions they are the people whp 
are saying least. The people mest di- 
rectly concerned are the ones least in- 
terested. 


There are farmers attending JFarm- 


ers' institutes to discuss soil improve- 
ment: to discuss better methods of 
stock-raising and better methods pi 
stock-feeding. There are farm moth- 
ers tio discuss better methods of house- 
keeping- Tet. when have these par- 
ents ever come together to talk over 
better methods of educating their chil- 
dren? The great majority of farmers 
know nothing of the school work pr 
the scho'ol life of their children. There 
are few farmers whp would keep cat- 
tle for six ropnths in a pasture that 
had never been inspected, yet they 
send their children to school and 
never think of inspecting: the school 
house or going to observe the school 
work. They know vastly more about 
the training that their horses get than 
about the school training their chil- 
dren are getting. Very few of tbsm 
ever visit the school, so how can thev 
know what is going on there? Just ?o 
we teachers do not administer punish- 
ment in such a manner as to leave 
marks upon the children we are not 
likely to see their parents at the school 
house. 
If, however, we do use our 


"ruler" so as to bring out a healthy 
glow on the child, they do not hesitate 
to descend upon us in all their wrath. 
We are at liberty to make a$ many bad 
Impressions upon bis mind as we 
please, but we must not mark his 
rack. Tct the physical being will re- 
cover In a few hours, while a false Im- 
pression can never be erased from the 
mind. 


If I could In a word sum up the 


greatest need of tha rural schools. I 
believe I could with truth say. visiting 
parents—parents who visit their scfiool 
regularly with a view to ascertaining 
Its needs and strengthening its work. 
And may I put In a word just here for 
tho teacher? > When yon have visited 
the school, observed cjosely the work 
done and found a fault, don't go homo 
and discuss it with yoiir children, or 
spread the news over the neighbor- 
hood. 
Cfo to the teacher nnd tell her 


frankly what you think. She will not 
resent it When you criticise a teacher 
before her pupils yon are destroying 
h,er possible influencn for good, 
No 


teapher can dn much for children 
whose parents are antagonistic to her 
work. 


And 'now T want to suggest a few 


ways In which country people -may

make their schools greater powers for 
good. 


The first great need, I believe, is bet- 


ter .f>SU,t, better carejlrfDr sclip.ol 
houses and grounds. 'Very"few of the 
r^1*1 schools have proper means of 
V«n«latipn and regulating light I 
have seen hundreds of cWidreB studyr 
ing with the blinding sunlight on theii 
desks, .(still shades .can' be had "for 
fifty cents each.) 
in many of the 


country scagol* the drinking water is 
carried as far as a quarter of a mile. 
When it reaches the school the com- 
mon dipper is passed from lip to lip. 
Each time it is used it is put back into 
the bucket and virtually washed in the 
water that the children drink. There 
are probably not ten in a hundred of 
the country schools that have sanitary 
closets. With conditions like these 
why do we wonder that so many chil- 
dren wear glasses; that throat trouble 
is so prevalent? (Out of seventy-five 
children in my school last year, sixty 
showed diseased throats.) Where can 
a child run greater risk of heokworm 
infection than in the cpuntry school ? 


Every school should have a play- 


ground which is provided* with suitable 
outdoor games for the children. It is 
an injustice to ask children to play in 
the road, or on a rock-cpver«d, guily- 
scarred ground. It would be but little 
trouble and expense to the parents to

equip basketball and baseball grounds, 
and to put up swings and turning poles 
for the nhlldren. Nowhere will a child 
learn self-control better than on the 
playground: and with few exceptions, 
the children who play best study best 


Into the good school house must 


come a good teacher: and in the selec- 
tion of this leapher the parents should 
pxerclse the greatest, care and thought. 
How great is tho responsibility—the 
influence—of 
the country teachers 


who are to train the farmers' children 
for citizenship! 
Y>t this is seldom 


given a thought. Of all classes of 
workers the country school teachers 
are probably tha poorest 
qualified. 


Fow enter the work with the Intention 
of making it their profe««lon. 
It is 


but a stepping-stone, for many, to 
more lucrative positions. ' We have 
numbers of boys teaching In order 
that thr>y may attend a business col- 
lege anil then swell the already over- 
crowded list of salesTnen. • Qlrls teach 
whose ono desire Is a summer outing. 
Truly, only the "nubbin* of education" 
are fed to the great majority of coun- 
try chlldren-^and It is the fault of the 
parents. 
When the parents become 


interested enough to demand better 
teachers they will get them. 


When a clean, comfortable house 


and a good teacher are provided, it 


next becomes the duty, or privilege, 
of the farmers to see that their chil- 
dren are in school every day. How 
often dp you hear a. farmer say: "Well, 
I'll not send my children the first week 
or two. I*vp got a few odd Jobs I want 
to finish up;" Or, when a child has 
been forced to lose a day: "My boy 
cpuldn't go on Tuesday; I'll just keep 
him at home this week and start him 
in fresh next Jtonflaj-." 
We country 


school teachers waste fBlly pne-half'Of 
our time in schpol on account of poor 
attendance. With five er six grades 
it is no easy matter tp teach the child 
who conies a day and misses a day. 
The beet teacher in the land can not 
teach a child unless he is at school. 
Our poor attendance is largely due, I 
believe, to pure and simple careless- , 
ness on the part of the parents. 


Another problem confronts t h e 


country school—the course of study. 
It is the boast of many rural schools 
that they prepare children for college. 
So often We bear this remark: "Oh, 
yes! We have a goed school here. W« 
prepare our boys and girls for col- 
lege." Tet less than tea country chil- 
dren in the hundred ever go to college. 
What is the country schpel doing for 
the ninety or ninety-five who stay at 
home? Beyond the rudiments ol edu- 
cation does it in any way prepare them 
for their work? If thie object of the 
schpol-ia to prepare for Itfe, is not the 
country school missfng its aim when 
it fails to give agriculture and domes- 
tic Bclence a place in its course? I am 
not going into a lengthy discussion as 
to which gives the most culture, know- 
ing how to take a Latin word of three 
letters and twist It into one hundred 
and fifty different forms, or knowing 
how to take a grain of corn and raise 
three ears, twelve inches Iqng. I d« 
not want to discredit the study of ths> 
classics, but I want to emphasize ths 
importance of studying agriculture 
and household economies. Remembef 
that ninety out of every hundred coun- 
try children are going to the country 
school only, and they arc going to be 
farmers and home-maker?. I believe 
'.n higher education with all my heart 
but 1 fall to find the "fitness of things" 
when I see country glrls-i—girls who 
arc going to be farmers' wivr*— strug- 
gling with algebra and bank discount 
when they knpw nothing of cooklngand 
sewing. Farm boys »re spending days' 
In the study of the same and like top- 
ics, when they will never have a ban* 
account unless they are taught to farm 
better than their fathers are ijolng. We 
have In our public schools girls study- 
ing ratio and proportion. 
To jud*« 


by the biscuits they make we are forc- 
ed to believe that they know nothing 
about what proportion of soda to use. 
Out of twenty-five grown girls In one 
country school last year only one could 
cut out and make a shirt waist. Three 
conld fry meat and -make spggy bis- 
cuit. 
Not one knew the flrst thing 


about the nutritive value pf foods. 
Yet In a few years these girls will be 
th,e housekeepers of that neighbor- 
hood. -Many are the couptry women 
who work in the field and hire their 
sewing because they don't know how 
to sew. 


SHOULD WE HAVE LIVE-STOCK INSURANCE? 


Mutual lire stock Insurance was thai 


first form «f agricultural co-operation 
to develop in Oils country and ]a some 
others. It appeared alone the Atlantic 
seaboard but has moved steadily west- 
ward «aUl Jit is teUBf} iB J>nt£ttca.U; 
every part of the country. The mere 
fact that it is »o pre»a|erjt is pretty

good proof that it is needed but it is 
not" nearly" =P urgently ne.ed.ad. in tb,is 
country yet as it Is in Europe where It 
has reached a very much greater de- 
velopment that has many lessons for 
us. Many a rnan in Europe wpuld be 
left destitute qr'at least embarrassed 
for life by the loss of a horse or cow 
not covered by Insurance. 
Many a 


man who prefers to buy one good cow 
would only buy two poorer ones for 
fear the one goo4 of>f would cUs and lie 


wonld lose all ha had if he wxrld not 
protect htmeelf by live stock Insurance. 
In England he may Insure not only th* 
cow but practically everything else on 
the farm from the laborer in the Held 
to the bees in the hive. 


Conditions In this country are every 


year becoming more and mpre like 
those across the water whi?b deman<l 
suqh, a great development of live stpQk 
insurance. Free farm land is no longer 
of very good gqajity and soon the gov- 
ernment will have none at all. Com- 
petition will be k«ener and keener and: 
the struggle will no longer be to amass; 
a, farm-rniwle fortune but only to make j 
a living.'and keep what we already 
have, at least for moot of us. Under | 
such circnmstancea live stock Insur- 
ance, now a desirable thing, will be- 
eome absolutely necessary and each 
min wilt have to decide whether to 
join a mutual company or patronize a 
commercial company. 


In some of the older countries the 


mutual company has practically driven, 
all others out, while in others the vari- 
ous companies thrive side by side and 
the farmer may choose whichever he 
prefers, as In this country. In some 
countries the government leads, in or- 
ganizing and financing the companies 
while in others it gives practically no 
aid ercept through" regulatory laws.— 
J. O. Rahkin.

The bankers in many States are real- 


ising the value of pig club work as a 
means of materially improving rural 
conditions, according to club agents of 
the U. S, Department of Agriculture. 
Not a few of the bankers have made ltp 
possible for worthy club members to' 
secure pigs on their personal notes. In 
this way a well bred pig Is secured and 
the member can pay for it from the! 
proceeds of the pig as a meat animal 
or from tho sale of offspring in the' 
case of a breeding animal. The mem- 
ber enters into a business agreement 
(with, the parents' conpent) with the 
banker and is in this way relieved of 
the stigma of charity which is the re- 
sult when a pig is given outright This 
arrangement U a practical means of 
teaching business methods to the rural 
young people. It is also a character 
building process, for it is but natural 
fpr a boy when treated as a man, to 
act in a manly manner. 


This apparent generosity on the part 


of the bankers is in many cases busi- 
ness acumen. A case in point is that 
of a Texas bank. The president of the 
bank placed 328 pigs among the pig 
club members of his county. As a re- 
sult of the acquaintance made in se- 
curing and placing these pigs, many 
new patrons were secured. These pa- 
trons brought In over $75,000 in indi- 
vidual deposits. Needless to say, this 
was profitable business for the bank, 
but it Is also a means that will Increase 
with time in its beneficial influence. 
Oije of the Tejfas papers states that the 
hanker "feas laid the foundation for a

prosperity which will be lasting. The 
bpys that he has helped to set started 
in the hog business are now on their 
feet financially and before many years 
they will be making big shipments of 
hogs to market each year. The mo$ey 
received from the sale of hogs will be 
expended in further developing the 
county. Every merchant in the county 
•will profit, the banks will set more de? 
posits, and the farmers will have more 
money with whleh to further develop 
their farms." 


How one teacher of strty pupils in a 


one-room school house, situated in the 
forests of North Carolina, succeeded in 
getting her pupils Interested in practi- 
cal agriculture with a Pisr and less than 
an acre of uncultivated land, is inter- 
esting. 


A farm paper offered a pure-bred 


pig as a prize for securing g. 


number of subscriptions. 
This ener- 


getic school teacher set out among the 
parents of her pupil? and succeeded In i 
selling enough subscriptions to wig the; 
pis-, Wh.en the pig arrivec!' the pen '• 
was already built by the school chil-j 
dren on the school grounds for its re-' 
ccptioB. Tl>e parents were Invited and \ 
talks on pig raising were made. The' 
rest of the day was spent jn driving 
around to some of the best pig farms 
in the county where various kinds of 
live stock were snored and discussed. 


The pupils learned that a pig eould' 


not thrive entirely on scraps from 
lunches and occasional ears ot corn.; 
An interested member of the school 
committee offered the use of his team 
and implements and the pupils started 
to work clearing the forest land to use: 
as a forage pasture. They then plant-1 
od crops of rye, wheat, rape, and crass' 
to afford the pig grazing plots of green 
forage. A cold frame was also put in 
and cabbage plants were grown for 
sale, the money thus realized being 
turned over to buy whatever additional 
feed was needed to feed the piff. 


As a result pf the interest aroused, 


taxpayers and members of the school' 
board have given their support to the1 
establishment of a small demenstra-! 
tion farm. 
Mpre land is to be pur-! 


chased and the county agent is to visit 
the school each week. Since the pig 
was bright into the school leas than 
a. year ago, the membership oC tho 
county 
pig club has more than 


trebled.

When a plant has Insufficient 
light the leaves will appear of a sickly 
yellowish preen aolor and eventually 
the whole plant will become weak and 
spindly. 


Air, not a draft of cold wind, but 


good fresh air and plenty of It, is nec- 
essary for plant growth. Plants are 
quite human in many ways. They 
must breathe and become refreshed 
like animals. 
Fortunately for us, 


plants also absorb the carbon dioxide 
gas, which is the waste material 
breathed out by human beings. In this 
way plants in the house arc. valuable, 
since they help to purify the air we 
breathe. 


Soil-—-good soil, one that is composed

The man or woman who knows how
